When M. Roditchef® turned towards the * 
benches occupied by the ministry and with 
arm outstretched: menacingly declared that 
“It is not the government but the represen- 
tatives of the people here assembled who 
must decide what is best for the welfare of 
the country,” the members were wild with 
enthusiasm. 

Time and again the house roared with iront- 
cal laughter at the orator’s sarcastic denun- 
ciations of the policy.of the government. 

M. Roditcheff concluded with’ a demand 
for the retirement of the bureaucratic cabi- 
net and the creation of a responsible minis- 
try from the people’s chosen representatives.

“It was stated that the resignation 
of count de Witte meant the entry of the 
new ministry in constitutional paths," he 
said. “ That, alas! was a mistake. The great 
question of amnesty, which is exciting the 
entire nation, has been settled in an abso- 
lutely negative manner. The ministerial 
declaration constitutes an open defiance of 
the nation, which is stained red not by revo- 
lution but by the government's policy of 
half concessions.”’ 

M.’ Naboukoft’s words were greeted with 
prolonged cheering. 

M. Alladin, the peasant party leader, de- 
livered a general denunciation of the min- 
isters because they assumed’ the attitude of 
thasters and not servants of the lower house. 
He warned them that the lower house alone 
stood between the government and a revo- 
lution. 

Effort at Conciliation. 

M. Schepkin of Odessa and M. Venaver of 
St. Petersburg also dwelt upon the impera- 
tive necessity of supplanting the peasant 
minister, and then ~M. Chtcheglovitoff, the 
minister of. justice, addressed the house in a 
conciliatory tone, emphasizing the difficult 
position of the government, but assuring the 
house that the idea that the present ministry 
stood. for the old’ régime of repression was 
absolutely unjustified. The government in- 
tended to substitute for the old order of 
things a régime based upon law. Its posi- 
tion was like that of a man building a new 
house, but obliged to live under 4 leaky roof 
until the new structure was completed. The 
government” felt the heavy responsibility 
resting upon it and intended’ to meet it in 
good faith. Whilesthe government could not 
recognize the power of parliament to change 
the fundamental law, the minister expressed 
the opinion that criticisms would lead from 
time to time to alterations in the interest 
of the public welfare. © 


Says Ministry Is Wrong. 

Prof. Manalevsky of Kharkoff attacked the 
assertions of the ministry. regarding the 
principle of inyiolability of property, saying 
that obligatory repurchase of property did 
not inffinge this principle. The most notable 
example of this, he said, was the land pur- 
chase of peasarits in 1861: Amid great cheer- 
ing he invited the members of the house to 
ask‘ the ministers how they dared to affront 
the memory of the’ emperor-lberator, In 
conclusion he said: 

“We shall continue our labors without fear 
and brute force only will make us leave the 
house.”’

Land Question Is Paramount. _ 
The land question is paramount. The gov- 
ernment in its reply simply affirms the in- 
violability of property. It is important in 
this connection to make clear just what is 
asked by the predominant party in the 
douma. The land bill introduced by the 
leaders of the constitutional democrats is 
outlined by them in a comprehensive state- 
ment to the members of the douma, The 
first clause declares the area of land to be 
eccupied by the peasants can be increased 
from the lands belonging to the crown whicn 
provide the revenues of the members of the 
imperial family, and from the lands owned 
by the monasteries. These can be supple- 
mented by the state purchasing private lands 
on a basis and price to be reckoned from the 
normal revenue of land when worked by its 
owner, but not based on the existing rental, 
which the bill declares is arbitrary. These 
expropriated lands should be formedintoa 
state agricultura] reserve. 


How Land Is to Be Taken. 

- The principles whereon these lands should 
be transferred to the peasant occupiers are 
explained in a series of regulations, The nor- 
mal unit to be distributed among the peasant 
families will be governed by local conditions, 
such as the prices of food, houses, clothing 
and local taxation. Peasants who either 
have no allotted land or ler- than the local 
unit have a claim upon the state agricultural 
reserve for the deficit. 

The private lands indicated for expropria- 
tion include all which have been leased for 
money, or have been worked by»peasants 
whose payment has been In work for the land- 
lord on the latter’s separate property; also 
all the untilled land suitable for agriculture. 
The bill establishes machinery for fixing in 
each locality the maximum area of private 
estates. Lands exempt from expropriation 
are private estates not exceeding the unit 
fixed for peasant occupiers, grazing lands 
belonging to villages, municipal lands, the 
estates of the zemstvos, and the estates of 
educaticnai and benevolent institutions when 
they serve national objects. 

The lands placed under the state agricul- 
tural reserve are to be offered on long lease 
without right of transfer, the rent to be fixed 
in conformity with the price paid by the 
state reserve and the general form of taxa- 
tion. When- local claims are satisfied the 
lands in the agricultural reserve will be at 
the disposal of immigrants whose own dis- 
tricts have not satisfied their needs. Forest 
lands belonging to the crown, it is proposed, 
shall be converted into the land reserve, 
which should control the furnishing of-tim- 
ber to the population. 

A much more sweeping bill was prepared 
by the labor and socialist members. They 
proposed absolute nationalization, directing 
that all the land pass directly into the hands 
of the peasant occupiers. It is probable, 
however, that all the parties in the douma 
will concentrate their strength upon the con- 
stitutional democratic measure, unless, In- 
deed, the government’s declaration today 
forces the crisis into a new and more decisive 
phase. 


PARIS TO NEW YORK BY RAIL; 
PROJECT HAS CZAR’S CONSENT 


Russian Commission Approves Scheme 
of Lecog de Lobelb—Road to Cost Two 
Hundred and Fifty Million Dollars.

PARIS, May 26.—A Gispatch from 8t. 

Petersburg says the Transalaska-Siberian 
commission has adopted definitely the con- 
tracts and regulations of Loicq de Lobel's 
project for uniting America and Europe by 
rail via Siberia and Alaska. 

The action of the Russian commission 
brings within the poasibility of realization 
the dream of taking a train from Paris to 
New York. 5 

The scheme of M. de Lobel, which ise the 
result of his personal explorations, and has 
been explained by him at various reunions 
where it 
aroused great interest, Is naturally ta@jgoin 
the two continents by crossing the ring 
strait either by ferry or a tunnel, in the 
latter case probably avoiding even one 
change of cars. The route of the Trans- 
alaska-Siberian railway is to be from 
Irkoutsk, via Jakoutsk, East cape, Bering 
strait, Prince of Wales cape, to Yukon City. 

“ As a member of the Paris Geographical 
society I visited Alaska back in 1888,” said 
M. de Lobel recently in discussing his proj- 
ect, “‘ and the feasibility of the Tranealaska- 
Siberian railway, as we have called the en- 
terprise, struck me then. Naturally the most 
@ficult part of the project will be the con- 
struction of the tunnel, but the best sense of 
our engineers ts that this work can be ac- 
complished within four years. The water 
over the route of the tunnel is from 165 to 
180 feet in depth, with intrusive granite as 
the underlying ig 2 

“ Including the approaches, the tunnel will 
be about thirty-eight miles in length, and 
this, with the 8,800 miles of railroad which 
we purpose constructing in Siberia and the 
1,200 we intend bullding in Alaska, will go 
to make up our ‘ Transalaska-Siberian rail- 
road.’ We will connect in Siberia with the 
Transsiberian road at Irkutsk, while our 
Alaskan road will pass through Council City, 
Nulato, and Fairbanks, connecting at a 
point about 10 miles south of Dawson City 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific, which is 
planning an extension to that point. 

“It will take about four years and $250,- 
000,000 to complete the road; and when we 
come back to this country next Noggember 
we expect that our company will have been 
entirely organized and placed upon a firm 
financial footing,”

Mrs, Fredericks was asked whether the 
relations of Ness and his wife were pleasant. 

“No, not at all times,” she replied. “I 
have often heard them quarreling, and at 
times I know he beat her. I know of twice 
last summer when they had trouble at the 
house. At one time I saw Mrs. Ness with a 
discolored eye. She came into my home and 
asked me to go tathe grocery. ‘Iam ashamed 
to go to the store looking the way I do,’ she 
said. She did not like to let people know 
that her husband abused her.” 

Mrs. Hannah Hogenson, living In the same 
house, told of having often heard Ness and 
his wife quarreling, and that several times he 
had voiced threats to her life. She and 
others in the neighborhood said they believed 
Ness at last had executéd his threats. She 
saw Ness leaving the house last Sunday

BUYS'AND SELLS PRESIDENCY; 
INSURANCE COMPANY SUFFERS 
Trial of Dr. Force, Former Head of the 


Northwestern Life, Reveals Strange 
Deals—Suits Ordered. 


Minneapolis, Minn., 
Dr. J. F. Force, former president of the 
Northwestern Life Insurance company, was 
the principal witness today in his trial for 
alleged embezzlement. 

Interest in the trial of Dr. Force was in- 
creased by the action of State Insurance Com- 
missioner O’Brien, who has ordered the 
company’s officials to bring civil suits 
against former officials to recover a sum of 
money estimated at $400,000, alleged to have 
been improperly diverted. 

L. K.-Thompson, president of the company, 
today said such suits had been under con- 
templation for some time, but that the direc- 
tors were awaiting the outcome of the crim- 
inal trials now in progress before taking any 
action. 

Dr. Foree, while on the stand, underwent 
some hard attacks on the part ef Assistant 
District Attorney Dahl. The state practically 
showed that the defendant bargained with 
Dr. E. W. Edwards, who, at the time Dr, 
Force joined the company, was the control- 
ling power. 

The examination showed that: Dr. Force, 
before becoming president, agreed to sée 
that Dr. Edwards was taken care of while in 
California recovering his health, and that he 
promised to give $50,000 for this cause. He 
said that he only paid $30,000 of that sum, 
though. 

The state claimed that this money was 
given in consideration thet Dr. Edwards 
would. resign, allowing Dr. Force to take the 
reins of the concern. 

The examination showed that Dr. Forte 
offered for sale his rights to the prebidency 
of that company, which he held under con- 
tract, for $100,000. Dr. Force admitted that 
& new office had been created for a brother of 
Dr. Edwards, paying $4,000 per year.

They will investigate the management of 
every institution without discrimination and 
they will uncover everything that may need 
uncovering, and will suggest changes in the 
methods of management -where such 
ehanges seem to be required." 


Corbus Talks of Case. 

At the same time, Dr. Corbus says he is not 
yet ready to resign. In Kankakee yesterday 
afternoon he announced that he was ready to 
quit, if necessary, but did not think his resig- 
nation was called for. 

Dr. Corbus talked calmly of what he 
termed ‘‘an accident.” .He regretted that it 
had occurred, he said, but excused it on the 
ground that such “ accidents "’ were common 
at state institutions, although only occasion- 
ally made public. Hesaid there had not been 
a state institution in Illinois where similar 
“ accidents”’ had not occurred, though usu- 
ally kept quiet. 

It also became known that every effort 
had been made to keep this particular “ acci- 
dent” from becoming genérally known. It 
was only announced after the secret meet- 
ing of trustees and when ,it became evident 
that the scandal had leaked out and was 
certain to become public in any event. 

Dr. Corbus excused this secrecy by the 
fact thet the father of Miss Ward desired it. 


Father May Sue Hospital. 

Patrick Ward, Miss Ward’s father, contem- 
plated\a $50,000 damage suit against the .hos- 
pital, based on the mistreatment of his 
daughter. ’ 

Before he departed at night from Kankakee 
for his home in Champaign he consulted at- 
torneys relative to the advisability of start- 
ing a suit based on the alleged criminal negli- 
gence of the asylum authorities. He was 
advised that he had a good case and that the 
least the state could do was to provide for 
the future of his unhappy daughter's son. 

The child was baptized during the after- 
noon by Father John Bennett of St. Patrick's 
church, Kankakee. It was named Vincent 
Ward North. .The name has a peculiar sig- 
nificance. The boy will be placed in St. Vin- 
cent’s orphan asylum, this city. He was 
born in a. dormitory on one of the north wards 
and this circumstance, taken in connection 
with the fact that his mother’s name is Ward, 
gave form to the name by which he was 
christened. 


Abused by Outside Workmen. 


The investigation has developed that Miss 
Werd probably was abused by one of the 
“outside workmen’’ who have possessed 
keye, while in the dormitory of her ward. 

It is said that several workmen who, in 
the TIast year, have been engaged on repairs, 
and who were clagésed as political employés, 
have left the institution. It should not be 
difficult to locate them, however, as most of 
them were residents of Kankakee county. 

When Dr. Corbus was asked about the case 
he said: 

“The thing I most regret is that the affair 
| should have been made public. The father 
of the patient was exceedingly anxious that 
it should be kept from the newspapers, and 
he was over here today, blaming me for it.”

Harvard graduates, among them judges, 


bankers, and others ‘of evident prosperity 


were reproached for. being “charity stu- 
dents ” by Maj. Henry Lee Higginson of Bos- 
ton, member of the ¢orporation of Harvard 
university, at the dimmer of.the Associated 
Harvard clubs in the Audtorium last night. 
Maj. Higginson deciared that the tuition 
which they had paid in college represented 
less than half what their education cost, and 
urged them, now that.they were on their feet, 
to remit the remainder.

“I am glad 
to say he was one~f my own. kin. He saved 
up money and sent back a check for $600 
to the university * to square his account.’ Is 
there any reason why. you shouldn’t do the 
same ?’’ 

The suggestion was greeted with cheers. 

‘How much do we owe?” shouted a voice 
from the tables. 

“I have forgotten the figures,” said tne 
overseer, “but pou can count safely on its 
being about equal to what you paid. Every 
college is a charitable inatitution.” 


“Dean” Briggs Quotes Hadley. 

Prof. L. B. R. Briggs, who was introduced 
as “the dean” of Harvard university, re- 
minded his audience of the friendly quip of 
President Hadley of Yale that “ you always 
can tell a Harvard man when you see him, 
but you can’t tell him much.”. 

“My idea of Chicago,” said the speaker, 
‘is a good deal like that gf one of my stu- 
dents in a course in English lUterature, 
whose ‘verses on the subject ran about as 
follows:

Trust bietilial Not iain: 

An effort has been made and will be made 
to have it appear that President Roosevelt 
ig merely trying to “get even” with the 
packers because of the disastrous faliure of 
his administration to make good in its spec- 
tacular prosecution before Judge Humphrey. 
The purpose of the Beveridge bill, however 
the administration may be actuated, does 
not in any way concern the trust operations 
of the packers nor ia it in the direction of 
lower prices for the consumers or higher 
prices for the growers of cattle. On the 
contrary, it probably means an additional 
cent a pound in price. 

The inspection service if enlarged as pro- 
posed by Senator Beveridge would of course 
cost a great deal of money to maintain, and 
every dollar of the cost would have to be 
assumed by the packers. This expense is 
estimated to be a fraction of a cent a pound 
but the only way the packers could get even 
would be to advance prices a full cent and 
this is what may be expected. 

In spite of this fact; the president is deter- 
mined to better the conditions in the packing 
houses. He believes the people would will- 
ingly pay the increased cost to feel sure toat 
the meat they paid for was what it was repre- 
sented to be and was manufactured under 
conditions which did not threaten the health 
of the community in any way. 


Small Minority to Fight Bill. 

Practically all of the democrats and 4 
large percentage of the republicans in th¢ 
house are favorable to the paseage of the 
Beveridge amendment. There'ls a minority, 
however, which {fs behind Representative 
Lorimer and which will. make a hard fight. 
Mr. Wadeworth of New York, chairman of 
the committee on culture, is working with 
Lorimer in opposi to Senator Beveridge. 
They have acted together on other matters 
and the members of the committee are natur- 
ally opposed to having their bill loaded down 
with a rider of such a tadical character. . 

But the president desires to go still fur- 
ther. He wants an entire reorganization of 
the bureau of anima) industry and if the 
Beveridge bill passes, Making an extension 
of the inspec.ion service, the president will 
make it the excuse for a new deal all around 
in the bureau. Some time ago, when com- 
plaints first began to come here regarGing 
the alleged insanitary conditions of the 
packing houses, Secretary Wilson referred 
them all to the bureau of animal industry, of 
which Dr. Alonzo D. Melvin is: the chief. 
He sent out a commission to make an inves- 
tigation. It found that there were extremely 
bad conditions in mast of the packing houses. 


The meat intended for export was properly | 


inspected, but the product for domestic use 
was manufactured under conditions which 
in some places were extremely bad. The 
packers, when their attention was calied to 
the things discovered by Dr. Melvin, prom- 
ised to make immediate improvements, 


Packers Fail to Keep Promises. 

‘These promises, however, have not been 
fulfilled, and the bureau of anim industry | 
is coming in for considerable sharp. criti- 
cism, because it was satisfied with mere 
promises and did not make certain that the 
conditions were promptly corrected. The 
axtension of the inspection service to the 
domestic products will entail so much new 
work that the president in all probability 
will find it necessary to select a tew chief 
for this important bureau, and in that case 
he will be taken from outside of the gov- 
ernment service and from some branch of 
private life which has had no seMllations 
with the meat industry.. 

All the present indications are that the 
Beveridge amendment will pass by an agree- 
ment among the conferees in spite of the 
opposition of Lorimer and Chairman Wads- 
worth of the agricultural commitiee. Por- 
tions of the Neill report have been shown 
to a number of members of the senate and 
house, and almost all of them have been 
startied into the admission that a vigorous 
government inspection service is the only 
thing which can be depended on to enforce 
real sanitary conditions in the great packing 


houses.

PICKS FLAWS IN THE WORK 
OF BRIDGE ENTHUSIASTS. 


A. RB. Metcalfe Points Out Errors of 


Judgment Made by Players Not in 
First Flight. 


[BY A. R. METCALFE.) 

Among bridge players who have passed 
the rudimentary stages of the game, but 
have not reached the higher ranka, there is 
always a disposition to ignore the sig- 
nificance of the emaller cards, and depend 
on hands of overwhelming strength to win. 
One of the gravest faults pf a player of this 
class is discarding from a suit which. his 
partner could eventually ruff. Another is 
the failure to consider the effect of placing 
the lead in a certain hand at a critical stage 
of the game.

Gorham 
of Chicago, of the subcommittee, decided to 
reconsider this particular clause. Commu- 
nicating with his colleagues, Messrs. Hower 
and Myers, by wire, he advocated reducing 
the limit to 1,700 pounds, which would let 
in all but six cars. Mr. Hower of Buffalo 
has taken the same position, but Mr. Myera 
stands pat for 2,000 pounds. As he isin the 
minority the change will be made, which 
will remove the only objection made to the 
rules. 

It ise reported from Paris that there is a 
possibility of the Circuit European tour betig 
postponed for a year. It has been a stu- 
pendous undertaking arranging this contest, 
for the route is some 3,000 miles long. About 
forty care have been entered, but the com- 
mittee now finds it will be unable to com- 
plete all its plans in time to start in July, 
so hes asked for a postponement. No de 
cision hae been arrived at, though. 

Chairman Thompson of the American Au- 
tomobile association will call a meeting of 
his committee in New York this week to 
discuss the withdrawal of the Automobile 
Club of France from any official participa- 
tion in the Vanderbilt race. The action pus- 
zies Americans, for it hag been the general 
belief that France was particularly friendly 
to America. When W. K. Vanderbilt wae 


in Paris recently he received pledges of sup-. 


port from the club. The only way the A. 
A. A. people can diagnose the situation 
is to credit it wp to the belief that France 
will not recognise as international any race 
other than its grand prix. 

Makes Objections, 

It is said the Automobile club of France 
has no objection to French makers partici- 
pating in the Vanderbilt, but claims that a 
team chosen under rules that do not recog- 
nize the strength of the French trade by lim- 
iting the candidates to five cars from ¢ach 
country would not fairly represent France. 

Thompson plans a trip to Paris in order 
to straighten out the tangle if such a thing is 
possible. He will also visit Hngland in search 
of entries. While tn Paris he doubtless will 
arrange to have the French team picked 
some other way than by the French club. It 
has been proposed that the first five brench 
cars to finish in the grand prix be selected for 
the Vanderbilt. This proposition seems the 
best that has been made. 

While in Paris Chairman Thompson will 
attend a meeting of automobile clubs which 
has been called at the request of the Automo- 
bile Chub of Great Britain and Ireland to 
consider plans for an international road race 
that will suit all countries. England wants 
each club to enter three cars, the race to be 
run over a circuit at least thirty-six miles in 
length, with the total distance about 800 
mites. They would close the entries Dec. 81 
of each year and would meke the trophy a 
Perpetual one. How this proposition will 
affect France is not known, but probably 
there will be an outcry over the three car

- PARIS, May 26.—The second ballot for'the 
election to the chamber of deputies, which 
took place Sunday last, cofifirmed and aug- 
mented the victory of the republican groups 
and the rout of the anti-republican groups. 
The former majority gained four seats and 
lost six. The net gain is therefore thiftty- 
five seats. Sunday, May 6, at the first bal- 
lot, it had already gained twenty-three seats. 
Its total gains, therefore, are fifty-eight 
seats. 

The following ip as nearly as can be given 
the composition of the new chamber: It 
will contain 591 deputies, of whom only: 585 
are known now, as the returns from sone 
colonial elections have not been recef¥ed. 
The majority contains 411 members and the 
opposition 174. 

In the former chamber the mefority had 
only 853 members and the opposition 262. 
Fifty-eight seats have therefore been lost by 
the opposition and won by the majority: 

. The party which suffered most was thema- 
tionalist, of* which all the chiefs in Paris 
were defeated, including Col. Marchdnd, 
who would have been better advised if he 
had not compromised the fame he won: in 
the colonies by this adventure without glory. 

Among the interesting elections I must tote 
that of a M. Dietry' at Brest. He is pres- 
ident of the confederation of “ jaunes.”” This 
ig the e given to anti-eoclalist workmen 
who o socialist workmen who enlist 
themselves-as reds. At bottom the jatines 
and reds ask for the same things, but under 
different forms. The teds demand socialism 
of property—that is to say, the substitution 
of collective ownership for individual own- 
ership. 

What the “Jaunes” Want. 

The jaunes, on the contrary, desire to main- 
tain individual property, but: they desire to 
transform factories into limited liability com- 
panies and distribute part of their profits 
among the working people. In short, with 
the jaunes as with the reds, employers would 
be more or less dispossessed. 

Other elections equally interesting are 
those of the protagonists of the affairs of 
Dreyfus.

“Prom my point of view it appears that 
the only way We can craw! from the hole into 
which our tariff system is plunging us will 
be to adopt a minimum and maximum tariff 


ties must be made with the nations with 
which our commercial interesis are inter- 
woven, so we will be giving them a square 
deal instead of the one sided arrangement 
which now existe, 

“With all Burope allying itself against us 
it is apparent a crisis is coming, and I look 
for the subject/of the tariff to be the greatest 
political issue from now on in the United 
Stetes. We are facing the alternative of 
mgking new arrangements in our commercial 
relations or accepting the conditions of a 
great business and financial depression. If 
we would protect our interests we must look 
deeply into the matter and quickly. 

In the last year Germany hes made trade 
treaties with eight different countries, not 
only because trade treaties are conducive to 
greater commercial activity, but to fortify 
hereeif against the American tariff. Ger- 
many’s proposition is. clear and sound. ‘If 
you'll deal with us,’ she tella America, * we'll 
deal with you. Your beef will find market 
here when our sugar finds a market with you.’ 


Limit to Germany’s Good Will. 

“ Tt's only been good wil) towards us on the 
part of Germany that her duty on American 
guods hasn't already been advanced from 
®°5 to 400 per cent. For a year the increase 
hag been deferred because of the explanation 
of the Washington authorities that the sen- 
ate has not yet had time to make a trade 
treaty, but: if no reciprocal agreement js 
made and Germany makes effective her 
higher tariff, the result will be a difference 
of $225.000,000 against American interests, 

“@ince the provision in the Dingley tariff 
law which gave authority to the president 
to make trade treaties has expired, he ts pow- 
erless to act, and it seems that the important 
ieeue is now up to the senate.”

KAISER BAGS LANSDORE.| 


Count's Downfall Caused by His | 
Support of France in Dis- 
_ pute Over Moroceo.

Although Count Lamsdorf is one of the 
most upright and conscientious of men, de- 
voted to“his sovereign, and who has been 
identified with Count de Witte, fitst of all in 
endeavoring to avert the war with Japan and 
after that In his efforts to bring about: the 


introduction of a liberal régime, ‘yet his re- 


tirement from the post of minister of for- 
eign affairs of Russia is calculated to prove 
of advantage to his government. For he is 
altogether out of touch with popular senti- 
ment abroad, is among the least traveled of 
all his countrymen, and has never had the 
advantage of any diplomatic training or ex- 
perience. 

His successor, Baron Isvolski, ‘on the other 
hand, is probably at the presemt moment 
the most able and brilliant diplomat in the 
service of the czar. 
man than Count Lamsdorf end mpre abreast 
of the times. He won his spurs ap repre- 
sentative of Alexander Tid, at the vatican, 
where he conducted negotiations of the most 
delicate character wtih so much adroitness 
as to win the good will both of own gov- 
ernment and of the cy. Sosmall were 
the hopes cntectainell’ at t St. Petersburg of 
the possibility of any poli kept being f 
effected’ with the holy see that the late czar, 
instead of sending a full gedenvoy, dis- 
patched a mere secretary of legation in the 
person of Isvolski, so that in the event of 
failure he could be more easily ' disavowed. 
But Isvolski succeeded beyond all expecta- 
tions, with the result that not only were 
formal diplomatic relations resumed, for the 
first space in many years, between Russia 
and the papacy, but that he himself was 
promoted to the rank of minister and ac- 
credited as such to the holy see. 


Isvolski Among Ablest of Diplomats. 
The cardinals and prelates who constitute 
the court of the pope are perhaps the shrewd- 
est judges of diplomacy'in the world. Their - 
opinion of the representative of ‘the czar is, 
therefore, worthy of being placed on record. 
It is to the effect that no more able man, no 
more Sv ysd plenipotentiary, had ever been 
seen the vatican in modern times than 
Rava: svolski. Subsequently he was trans- 
ferred to Tokio, where all his efforts were de- | 
voted to preventing Japan from declaring 
war upon Russia In connection with the lat- 
ter’s aggresive policy in Manchuria and in } 
Corea. Even those people at St. Petersburg 
who regarded an armed struggle with Japan | 
as inevitable were grateful.to him for stave | 
ing off the final rupture at any rate until the ' 
completion of the transsiber!an railroad, and | 
it Was in recognition of his services in this | 
respect that he wdstransferred from Tokio to | 
the post of minister at Copenhagen. The 
latter, by reason of the tloge relationship ex- 
isting betweén the reigning houses of Russia | 
and Denmark, has always been looked upon | 
as a migsion indicating confidence and 
marked favor on the part of the two royal | 
and imperial families, Moreover, it has al-) 
“Ways proved a stepping stoné to’ ‘speedy pro- | 
motion, either to a first class embassy,.as in | 
the case of Baron Mohrenheim, or to the post | 
of minister of foreign affairs, as in the in-:

in his sincerity. In fact, his engaging frank-

Possessed of a profound knowledge of the | 
situation in the far orient, and equally well: 
acquainted with the intricate politics of the: 
Balkans, where he spent the earlier portion. 
of his career, he brings to his new office an: 
amount of diplomatic experience superior to’ 
that of any of his predecessors, with the pos- 
sible exception of Prince Lobenoff, and may: 
be relied upon to avoid the sometimes embar-_ 
rassing mistakes of Count Lamsdorf. 


Cause of Lamsdorf’s Downfall. 

Count Lamsdorf's positicn has been ex-: 
tremely shaky for some time past, and it 
is only the warm affection entertained for 
him by Emperor Nicholas and by the two 
empresses that has delayed until now his. 
supercession by Ievolski. True, he labored 
with count de Witte and Gen. Kouropatkin to. 
prevent the war with Japan, and was after- 
wards identified with the latter in promoting 
schemes for legislative government and for 
the inauguration of a.more liberal régime. 
But in the. diplomatic. negotiations with 
Japan that led up to the war he was en- 
tirely overriden. yet had to bear in silence 
the blame for the mistakes made by those 
of the czar’s advisers who insisted that the: 
mikado would never dare to goto war. What 
seé¢ms to have determined, however, his 
virtual removal from the post of minister 
of foreign affairs was the unfertunate pub- 
lication at Paris of his telegram to Count 
Cassini, directing him not only to side with

@ Kisheneff relief fund at Berlin he could

| only inference to be drawn from this was 
that Count Lamsdorf, though speaking in 
the name of his master, had acted in the 
affair without his knowledge or consent, and 
this presumption was subsequently shown 
to have been well founded. 

While this may appear at first sight in- 
credible, yet it will be readily wnderstood 
and believed by those who are cognizant of 
the condition of affairs in Russia, Count 
Lamsdorf, like his colleagues in the cabi- 
net, has been in the habit of seeing his sov- 
ereign about once a week, and then only per- 
haps for half an hour or so, just Jong enough 
to give a brief summary of the foreign af- 
fairs of the empire, supplementing his writ- 
ten reports. .Now the czar has been so .over- 
whelmed with work and anxiety in connec- 
tion, with the inauguration of a parliamen- 
tary form: of government in Russia that he 
has probably had little time or thought for 
anything else, and having been given to un- 
derstand that Russia had little or no interest 
at stake in Morocco he probably gave little 
heed to the conference at Algeciras. 


Isvolski Will Be Impartial. 

It is because William has thus been in a 
measure responsible for the retirement from 
ofice of Count Lamsdorf that the suggestion 
ras been put forward to the effect that Baron 
Isvolski is disposed to favor Germany, at 
the expense of: France. This does not ap- 
pear to be warranted, and, while the kaiser 
kas probably been gratified by the-appoint- 
ment of the baron, whom he has met on the 
occasion of his several visits to Copenhagen, 
there is no reason whatsoever to believe 
that Isvolsxi will, inaugurate an actively 
pro-German policy as minister of foreign af- 
fairs at St. Petersburg.. The baron has seen 
quite as much of King Edward at Copen- 
hagen as he has of the German emperor, and 
has learned to know Queen Alexandra, by 
whom both be and his wife are held-in high 
regard. In fact,. King Edward's consort is 
fond of him, .and this, coupled with the cir- 
cumstance that he has as his principg) sup- 
perter at St. Petersburg no less a personege 
than the widowed czarina, who is still as 
influential as.ever in Muscovite politics, may 
be accepted as an: assurance that he will 
rot unduly favor Germany at the expense 
of other friendly nations. Indeed, judging 
by his antecedents, it may be assumed that 
henceforth the foreign relations of Russia 
will be conducted with a greater degree of 
judgment, diplomacy, and, above all, with 
a better appreciation of conditions abroad 
than has hitherto been the case.

ernment, In the pure food bill now be- 
fore the house the government is asserting 
its authority to prevent ‘the manufacture, 


sale, or transportation of adulterated or | 


deleterious foods and drugs. The bill does 
not covér packing house products, which 
form 00 stent apart ot the four eouely. of 
the people. 

‘There has been for some years a law 
authorizing the careful inspection by gov- 
ernment employés of certain kinds of 
meat intended for export. In the larger 
packing houses the inspection has not been 
limited to meats intended for export but 
is claimed to have covered evérything. 


{ It is not compulsory, and it is alleged that 


it has not been thorough in all cases. 
There are many small houses where it is 
asserted there is no inspection. There 
can be little ground for suspicion after in- 
spection, shall have been made compul- 
sory in all the houses, large or small, in 
all the: packing centers which ship meats 
out of the states in which they are situ- 
ated. The consumers manifestly will be 
better protected than they are now. The 
purchaser of t in Pennsylvania cannot 
trace it back to the place where. it was 
slaughtered a satisfy himself that nec- | 
essary sanitary regulations had heen ob- 
served there. 

Whatever uneasiness there may be 
about the quality of the meats shipped 
from the great packing centers and the 
methods used in preparing the meats will 
be dispelled after the government shall 
have provided adequate supervision. The 
measure which has passed the senate con- 
templates two inspections of meats. It 
makes it unlawful.for a carrier of inter- 
state. commerce to ship products which 
have not been inspected or which come 
from. a packing house which is not in a 
sanitary condition. 

It is asserted In some quarters that the 
effect of the compulsory im the 
first cost of which will fall upon the pack- 
ere, will be to increase the price of meat. 
It should not do so perceptibly, for if. the 
fees which the packers have to pay should 
amount to $2,000,000, that sum would be 
ouly a’ negligible fraction of the selling 
value of their product. If there shonld be 
an increase in price ft will represent the 
cost of the insurance against unwhole- 
some meat. 


WANTED—A NEW MORALITY. 

“Contemporary developménts in the Unit- 
ed States show that the most urgent need 
of this country is a new morality. There is 
no need of new principles. The precepts of 
the Christian religion,“which most of the 
worst sinners proféss to believe in, cannot be 
improved upon. But morality is a condition 
of heart and mode of life, not a profession. 


Measured by this standard many Amer- 


ican business men have been and are being 
proved to be ruthless savages, 

Sympathy, according. to the accepted 
philosophical theory, is one of the main roots 
from which the moral sense of civilized man 
has grown. The moral sense began to be 
developed when the untutored cave dweller 
was first kept fromi injuring others by a keen 
consciousness of the pain which « similar 
injury would cause himself. Certain Amer- 
ican “captains of industry ” and ‘high 
financiers ” would seem to lack even a rudi- 
mentary moral sense, for no thought of the 
mental anguish and physical suffering they 
were inflicting on thousands has restrained 


| them from crushing competitors by the most 


lawless and eruel methods or from pitilessly 
robbing the poor and widows and orphans of 
funds placed in their hands in trust. ‘ 
Another of the chief roots from which 
the rhoral sense is considered to have grown 
is the fear of our cave dwelling ancestors 
that if they injured others they would be 
visited with the stern disapprobation of 
their fellow tribesmen. They learned to con- 
sider wrong what they knew others would 
treat as wrong. The public opinion which 
so powerfully influenced the savage may 
seem to have been partially inoperative in 
the United States. But the public as well 
as the high financiers has been at fault. 
There has been more worship of material 
success than is consistent. with good morals. 
Attepding rathér to the size of men’s for- 
tunes than to the way they were acquired 
and used the people have encouraged rather 
than restrained the growth of the belief that 
might:makes right if high finance, whatever 
may be the correct principle in low finance. 
President Hadley of Yale some time ago 
proposed social ostracism as a remedy for 
the evils of trusts. His suggestion has not 
been treated with deserved seriousness. Os- 
tracism in the widest sense—ostracism 
which would not only send the possessors of 
stolen: wealth to prison but would make of 
oll id-gotten wealth a social gibbet instead 
of pedestal—would produce a great moral 
awakening among the exponents of high 
finance. But the moral awakening mnst 
start with the public. When public opin- 
ior. a8 strongly and consistently condemns 
brigandage by a captain of industry as by 
members of the so-called “ lower classes ” 
of society, it will speedily cease to be widely 
prevalent. 


A PRESBYTERIAN PRAYER BOOK. 

The Presbyterian general assembly of 
1906 has undone the work of the last three 
assemblies in one respect in depriving the 
new prayer book or book of common worship 
of any authority. It was natural that the 
feeling should have been strong on both 
sides. ,On the one hand was the feeling of 
oppobition to anything that should fetter 
the free expression of the heart’s sincere 
desire, on the other hand. a feeling that it 
was wise to give the church ‘the means of 
uttering these pious longitigs which the 
heartimight not have the power otherwise to 
put into words. The Presbyterian church 
has always insisted upon an educated min- 
istry and upon the use of seemly language 
in the pulpit, whether the minister was ad- |: 
» the congregation . or leading. the 
thoughts of the congregation with him in 
prayer. But it has been recognized often 


‘by the congregation and sometimes by the |. | 


ministry that there are good men who are 
incapable of framing their invocations so as 
to lift up the thoughts of the listeners with 
them. - Education has not sufficed to r 
this defect, and the use of printed prayers 
was naturally thought of. ’

printed forms might be used without any

CHICAGO AS A. >urENe. GROUND. 

A police officer calle attention to the’ 
fact that the difficulties of regulating and 
Chicago, are greatly” 
increased by reason of the coming. from 
time to time of undesirable persons who 
seek this city as a place of refuge when 
they are driven from other communities 
by crusades evil. or by some un- |. 
usual disaster such as that which befell 
San Francised, With faces unfamiliar to 
the police and new methods of plying their 
néfarious trades they. present special diffi- 
culties to & force already burdened with 
the trying task of keeping in check those 
eriminals | atid suspicious characters who 
may properly be called Chicago's own. 

It has long been the cuscom in some. 
places to unload upoh Chicago those who 
have proved a nuisance or a menace. 
Again and again, in the case of infectious 
diseases, afflicted persons have been put on 
the cars with a ticket to this city, with 
the definite idea that they will have to be 
cared for here because of the nature of 
the. disease, which, when discovered, sug- 
ge prompt isolation and treatment to 
prevent epidemic. Complaint does -no 
good in such cases, The process of moy- 
ing along seems impracticable, and so the 
city is compelled to bear, the new burdens. 
in addition to those rightfully its own. | 

\ New England once had a most excellent’ 
institution called “warning off.” If an 
individual sought admission to a comma- 
nity who. was ill or sickly jooking, or had 
anything about him which suggested the 
possibility of his becoming a charge upon 
the town, he was visited by the proper 
oficial and warned off. If his disease 
réquired immediate treatment, so that it 
was impracticable to compel him actually | 
to. move on, the bill was sent to his home 
town for collection, the burden in this 
way being distributed to some extent. 
Such a method. of administration. proved 
effective ina somewhat narrowed environ- 
ment, and the towns themselves took such 
vital interest in their residents that it was 
*% comparatively rare occasion when any 
of them had many pawpers tc support. 

‘There are some advantages in the geo- 
graphical position of this city.’ It is a 
gateway to the west.and northwes:i. It 
attracts many of the best young people of 


the central states who come heére to seek 


their fortunes... Unfortunately .there is 
another side, for with the desirable immi- 
grants come also those workers of Iniqul- 
ty who add their influence to the criminal 
class and swell the ranks of those with 


“Whom the police have to cope in an un- 


énding struggle. It affords another ar- 
gument for the necessity of keeping crime 
in check with a firm hand. If everything 
ig allowed to be wide open there is an in- 
flux from other cities where reform is 
made the watchword. If there is stern 
repression here criminals will not tarry 
long. It seems unfortunate that some 
gnch plan as ‘the one of earlier days is 
not possible in a great city, so that Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati, and St. Louis might he 
made to pay some of the bills occasioned 
by the criminals whom they drive out In 
the direction of Chicago. At any rate 
this difficulty ought to be kept in mind 
by the unsparing critics of’ the police force. 


A MATTER OF VARYING STANDARDS. 
| A paper written by Archbishop Messmer 
of Milwaukee to be read before the Wis- 
¢onsin Anti-Saloon league contained cer- 
tain passages which created considerable 
of a sensation. The opinion was = ex- 
pressed therein that the moderate use and 
enjoyment of liquor is no greater wrong 
than the enjoyment of a cooling dish of 
ice cream, a. plate of: citron. flavored blue 
points, or a glass of sweetened lemonade. 
It was also contended that the statement 
that aleohol is injurious to the system is 
an erroneous one; and that the usial 
declaration that the moderate ‘use of 
liquor leads to its immoderate use is not 
sustained by any evidetice of value, 

/ It 1s. entirely possible that a religious 
worker living in the midst of a city whose 
population is largely made up of people of 
foreign birth or descent might have well 
‘rounded views which would differ essen- 
tially from those held by a brother minis- 
ter living in a country district where every 
one of his parishioners and neighbors was 


American born and of strict New England 


ancestry. The one would reach his conclu- 
sions from observation-of the life of many 
whose custom it has long been to drink In 
moderation while yet retaining the re- 
spect and esteem of all and paying heed 
to the instructions of their religious lead- 
érs. The. other’s convictions would be 
just as decided when based upon the study 
of the cases of his neighbors to whom 
drink hgd proved a curse. Bach one 
might m&ke a strong argument in support 
of his contention. 

In the same way the question of the use 
of tobacco presents different phases to 
different individuals. It is largely a mat- 
ter of education and training. In one 
case the individual may have been reared 
in an environment which regarded the 
‘use of the weed as entirely inconsistent 
‘with the mora] and physical cleanliness 
‘and purity which the ideal minister should 
have. In boyhood he was taught the tale 
of “little Robert Reed,” whose, vow never 
to use tobacco because it is a filthy weed 
‘was impressed upon him as worthy of 
‘adoption by every respectable and seif- 
‘respecting boy. In another case the whole 
‘environment of childhood may. have been 
‘favorable to the cultivation and use of 
‘tobacco, and no ideaof its evil may have 
‘found lodgment. It would. be wrong for 
‘the one boy to set himself up as the supe- 
‘rior of the other if that were the only 
‘point of advantage. 

The archbishop’s position on the subject 
of the effects of alcohol, would not be ac- 
‘cepted for a minute by the advocates of 
; scientific temperance instruction in the 
‘public schools with their illustrative charts 
‘and photographs. Nor would his  state- 
‘ment about moderation have mach weight 
‘with the. “touch not, taste not, handle 
‘rot ” school of temperance reformers who 
.would shun every appearance of evil. In 
the final analysis it comes. to. a question 
of individual decision, the ethical problems | 


ihe left to each oné to decide. It ie! 
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i ht th canny express matter, 


has been reduced. As recommended by 
the committee this period runs until 1942, 
or. thirty-six years..

The main plant is already in existence 
under the company’s origina] ordinance, 
and this new business. can be added on 
at a small expense. No long duration is 
required to justify that expense. 

Then, too, the company claims that. ft 
cannot afford to pay the city any compen- 
sation for the privilege of carrying express 
matter, and the ordinance .provides for 
none. 
city can be sure about this for thirty-six 
years to come when the basiness has not 
as yet been even tried. It may be that 
after ten years the company can well 
afford to pay compensation. The tight to 
reconsider the whole matter on its merits 
ten ‘years hence should not be thrown 
eway. 

The carriage of express and small 
‘freight by the regular rapid transit agen- 
eles of the city at certain hours of the 
day may develop enormously within the 
next decade. There is plainly a great

A big department store in Philadelphia 


has filled a long needed want of. husbands. 


who are victims.of their. wives’ shopping 
habits by opening rest places for them. At 
first glance it would not seem that any 
special provisions for rest were needed in 
the most restful of cities, but shopping is 
\ealeulated to tire any man, even the most 
inert citizen of Philadelphia. 

This resting place for men is conspicu- 
ously labeled and a pretty entrance leads 
to a snug and cozy apartment, amply pro- 
vided with easy chairs, newspapers, mag- 
azines, and novels. In this quiet retreat, 
removed from the business and noise of 
the store, the happy man may rest and 
read or sleep while his wife does her shop- 
ping and the minutes or the hours, as the 
case may be, pass away. If she is a quick 
shopper and knows what she wants he can 
read his paper. If, on the other hand, 
she is uncertain what she wants, he can 
read his magazine. If, again, she is mere- 
ly looking or hunting for a bargain, he can 
spend his time over his novel. 

Masculine sufferers from the shopping 
habit will hail the rest room for men with 
delight. To the average man nothing is 
more wearisome than enforced shopping.

exasperating slowness, but of floorwalkers’ 
hustling, of cash boys’ antics, and of sales- 
women’s impatience, He is in everybody’s 
way.

But | the most immediately pressing question is whether the Rus- 
sian revolution will lead to the resurrection of Poland. The Poles, 
who had a literature a thousand years before their Russian conquerors, 
are an indestructible race. Poland was buried in the eighteenth 
century. Germany, Russia, and Austria were constituted keepers of the 
tomb. But already the sentinels exceedingly do fear and quake, for 
there is an ominous stirring within the sepuicher, and no one knows 
but the Russian revolution may be the angel of the resurrection. (tf 
course nothing may happen. The status quo may be redstablished in 
Warsaw. But, on the other hand, events may take a revolutionary 
turn, and there is probably no capital in the world where the course 
of events in Russia is watched with such feverish anxiety as in Berlin. 

Alike in the east'and the west of Asia, the extension of Russia as 
a‘ powerful military empire will revolutionize everything. Between the 
east and ‘the west it will be hardly less potent. For a century the dread 
of a Russian attack has been the bugbear of the Anglo-Indian, Only.a 
year ago: Mr. Balfour declared that the whole military system of the 
British é¢mpire should be based upon the necessity of meeting a Rus- 
sian attack ppon India and its buffer state, Afghanistan. 

In the near east it is impossible to predict with any confidence 
what will be the result of the withdrawal of the pressure which for 
more than a century has been constantly felt alike by the sultan and by 
his* Christian vassals. Alike at Belgrade, Bucharest, Sophia,

It te undue greed which prompts dishonest methods in bienidabes: 
As a recognized truth, any opportunity which appeals to the dishonest 
business man as a short and crooked means to this one end of acquisi- 
tiveness is an accepted ,weakness. Almost any conventionally honest 
person looking on will fevite the adage, “ honesty is the best policy ™ 
—and frequently will doubt the utterance before it reaches his own ears! 

But this doubter forgets that dishonesty in business—as elsewhere 


in human endeavor—carries: more than its concrete evidence and its 


conerete penalty. The particular form of a certain dishonest act may 
be merely an effect far removed from the incubating causes and psycho- 
logical lack fof reasoning on the part of the offender. As a cause for 
business failure, the concrete act of dishonesty may even be insignificant 
as compared to the state of mind which gave the.action force and effect. 

Accompanying almost any form of sharp venture on the part of the 
dishonest man is a certain smug sense of cunning within bim which 
gave him the first assurance of success in his move.. Cunning always. 
is the offensive weapon of the ignorant, just as suspicion is ignorance’s 
defensive measure. .As cunning. appedrs.to bear fruits, this lowest 
form of: personal vanity will grow upon the egotist- practicing it. In 
some way it will lead him to an overreaching, situation before he is 
done. — °

is a gay and superficial temperament that goes through life in a 
happy-go-lucky spirit, hoping that things will all come out right. In 
the business world we all know the optimistic Macawbers, who buy 
when they have nothing to pay, borrow when they have no prospect 
of return, but expect that each tomorrow will make something turn up. 

In the world of youth innumerable young men and women play 
the prodigal, fling away their health, their time, their opportunities, 
and their gifts, hoping that in old age they will light on their feet. 

All. this is not optimism, but ignorance, selfishness,.and folly. 
True optimism knows that there are a thousand things in nature and in 
God -to fear, on the basis of the physical. penalties that overwhelm 
drunkards and gluttons. The ostrich, burying its head in the sand, 
escapes no peril, but makes capture the more certain. And much of 
the ignorant optimism of the day, that thinks there is no suffering and 
no sin, because it blinds its eyes to the sorrows of the poor, the wrongs 
of children in sweaters’ dens, and the woes in tenement house regions. 

True optimism is based on a survey of all the blackest facts in 
society, but it goes on to find a power that makes for righteousness and 
love, that can overrule these dark events and transform evil into good. 
Browning has followed the prodigal in his downward career. He has 
made his way into the wine shops, he hath stood midst the din of the 
market place and the stock exchange. He knogrs the haunts of vice 
and crime, and is familiar with the hovels of the poor and the palaces

a lack of capital pressing him had forced him to a compromise of t0 
cents on the dollar of his debts. On the other hand, charges were 
made that the operator of the farm, and the city retail business ‘n 
connection with it, had been buying eggs and chickens from cold 
storage plants and selling them to the public as the “ special” prod- 
ucts of the farm at special prices.

In the first place, a person who is so il] balanced as to imagine that ; 


he can deceive for long the class of pafrons which such a business 
logically would attract is a fool. Being the fool that his cunning shows , 
him, in how many other ways in his business did he apply the same 
fool’s practices? And as a fool, how little could he have appreciated 
any of the possible best interests which his touch with the world 
could have suggésted? 
man was of that class which requires time for its upbuilding. In 
that required time, too, it exacted the squarest of business methods in 
all dealings. In the nature of its trade, one dozen eggs in stale con- 
dition would have cost the house the one customer who made the pur- 
chase. Yet the operator took this. risk! 


The woman who nags her husband for any offense, be it even &- 
crime, is in fault. A wife may owe it to'herself and to others to mani- 
fest severe disapproval: to protest; ‘to rebel upon principle; but she 
never is obliged to nag. The less fault one finds and the less: one 
says abont it, the more effectual, in most cases, is the reproof. In 
any case the “punishment should fit the crime.” Many wives have 
ruined’ the temper of naturally well disposed husbands by seizing 

upon some fault, perhaps a trivial one, and harping upon it continu- 
ally in season. and out of stason. Ceaseless contention, fretfulness, 
captiousness, will wear the strongest love to a frazzle. 

Where a home is made unhappy by a great fault on the part of 
the husband; if there be any good in him, as there is in most men-— 
if he is worthy of loving and saving—he more effectively is influenced 
by tenderness than by denunciation or scathing scorn. There are 
many men today in the wrong path, who possess good qualities, who 
might “be saved by gentle effort from the error of their ways, bat 
who now are spurred on their downward course by the unrelenting 
anger ofa nagging wife. Many who have been saved from evil 
ways, bear witness to the efficacy of the gentle eympathy, the loving 
forbearance of a true helpmeet. 

When complaint.is made by either husband or wife of the other, 
good taste, as well as discretion, demands that it should be in secret 
gession, with closed doors. Whatever the offense, there should never 
be recrimination in public between man and wife, nor the utterance 
of taunts, in the presence of a third person, aseto the cowardice, 
meanness, or expediency of tie motives which way have influenced 
either one to any course of conduct,

Chicago Workers Favor New Departmen’. 


The almost universal view in favor ef the new de- 
partment in the cabinet voiced by other woman workers 
in different branches of chiid saving| in Chieago shows 
the many threads of the. problem which it is believed 
such a bureau will draw together. 

“It ia. the strongest argument possible for woman's 
municipal suffrage.” said Mrs. Henrotin, “for the same 
movement which admits that the question is ene for na- 
tienal legislation indorees what has ‘been done already 
in the way of etate legislation, all pf which has been 
brought about by women. The idea of the child bureau 
is the moat progreasive thing which has heen attempted 
by any country, and there is peculiar reason why it 
should be attempted here. In older civilizations the 
child is kept im a certain groove and is restrained by 
conventions and the opinions of his parents and the class 
among which he lives. But here he is independent both 
because he is the firet one te learn the waya of the 
new country and because at school he learns the lan- 
guage before his parents.

Hugh Chisholm as Newsboy. 
Hugh Chisholm’s business é¢areer is one 
which shows wonderful precocity, It began 
in 1860, when he was13. He secured a “ rufi "’ 
as @ newsboy on a railway train. He became 
a@ train newsboy because it was necessary for 
him to earn his own livelihood. His run was 
between Detroit and Toronto on the Grand 


Trunk, and he became fast friends with 


Edison, who ran on the same road between 
Detroit and Port Huron. 

Newsboys then, as now, were paid by corh- 
mission on sales, but young Chisholm saved 
« few dollars and got together a stock of his 
own. From that time hisdaily earnings were 
nearly twice as large as before. His next 
investment was in a course in bookkeeping 
and penmanship in a business college in To- 
ronto. He took his instruction on the week 
day evenings that he passed in that city, 
studying at odd minutes on trains and at 
the western end of his run. 

His next step was to get control of the news 
routes on the Grand Trunk.as far east as 
Portland, Me., selling on commission. He 
took his brothers into partnership, and they 
kept getting new routes until in 1866 they 
had contracted to sell papers on trains from 
Chicago to Portland and Halifax and also in 
northern New England, northern New York, 
end far up in. Canadé, as well as on steam- 
Their routes altogether covered 
more than 6, miles. 

They had. 200 newsboys and put them in 
uniforms and caps, which was the beginning 
of railway uniforms and brass buttons. Soon 
after he established,.a printing business at 
Portiand, and turned.out for sale by his own 
agents pictures, pamphlets, albums, tourists’ 
guides, and souvenir publications descriptive 
of scenery along the principal lines of rail- 
way. All this was accomplished before he 
was 20.

Pegging Shoes at Seven. 

When William Lewis Douglas was 5 years 
old his father was drowned at sea. His uncle 
ran a cobbler’s shop and when he was 7 
years old he was bound out and put to work 
pegging shoes by hand. His uncle kept him 
at work from sunrise till sunset and worked 
him beyond his strength and only sent him to 
school for short periods each year. When he 
was 11 years old he went back to his mother 
and then his uncle made a proposition that 
he would allow the boy $5 a month and his 
keep if he would return, and back to the little 
shoe shop and unremitting toil he went. He 
staid another four years, when. an oppor- 
tunity came that looked great. 

He got work in a cotton mill in Plymouth, 
where he was to get 33 cents a day. He 
worked here four months and broke his leg. 
The accident gave him a term at school and 


then the family poverty lashed him back to 
work, and he was put.at heavy boots, He 


‘gave out under this and went into @ store as 


shoemaker and learned the commercial de- 
tails of’ his business. With another boot- 
maker he learned how to cut and fit shoes, 
and then started a little place of his own. 
Later with $875 of borrowed capital he @tart- 
to manufacture shoes, 

Herbert Vreeland started at 13 handling 
ice. He is the son of Abraham Vreeland, 
who was the pastor of the Dutch Reformed 
church at Glen, N, Y. Herbert was the 
youngest of seven children and after going 
to school until he was 13 he started to earn 
his living oy filling ice carta, The t 
moved to Newark, N. Y., and the boy worke 
hard and faithfully at handling ice until he 
struck his first railroading job.

Carnegie’s Strenuous Childhood. 

When Carnegie was 10 his father came 
home one day and said, ‘‘ Andy, I've no more 
work.” That was the last of his boyhood, 
They came to America soon afterwards and 
he started to work in a steam cotton factory 
teriding bobbins. In less than a year he hat 
been taken from the factory and put to run- 
hing an engine in the new works. Here he 
got 20 cents a day. Then he got an increase 
of salary by doing a little clerical work in 
the office between times. This is his own 
account of his next rise: 

‘*T awoke from a dream that has carried 
me away back to the early days of boyhood, 
the day when thé little white haired Scotch 
laddie dressed in a blue jacket walked with 
his father into a telegraph office at Pitts- 
burg to undergo examination as applicant 
for a position as messenger boy. Ifyou want

What the Ministry Offers as Profession 


As a profession, what are the relative advantages or disadvantages offered by the 
Christian ministry to young men who contemplate taking it up as a life work? This 
important question has been answered by three of the great preachers of the country. 
They tell of the qualifications for the work, its compensations, and its drawbacks.

EB all are familiar with the fact that 
in several denominations the supply 
of young men for the Christian min- 
istry, fn the technical sense of that 
term, has fallen off considerably in 

recent years. In some other denominations 
it has increased during the last few decades, 
taking one year withanother. K now clearly 
and rightly is felt to a greater degree than 
formerly was the case that men sufficiently 
can serve God as.laymen. Theattractions of 
business and politics keep some men out of 
the ministry, and the opportunities for Chris- 
tian work in Y. M. C. A. organizations and 
other Christian bodies keep many more out 
of the ministry in the technical sense. 

I still hold to the old fashioned idea that 
the ministry isa vocation rather than a pro- 
fession. The recent trend of thought is in 
faver of simply regarding it as a profession, 
to be adopted or rejeeted as are other profes- 
sions in the light of a man’s qualifications and 
predilections. The matter of qualifications 
and tastes must not, of course, be neglected; 
but I still believe that the summons to the 
gospel ministry is a special calling, under 
God's providential guidance, to a special 
work for the good of men and the glory of 
God, 

I should say that no boy ought to enter the 
ministry unless a consciousness of this.call be 
the dominant and resistiess conviction of his 
life. The moment men énter the’ ministry 
under the Impellant force of any other motive 
they degrade the. ministry, dishonog them- 
selves, and lessen their own possibilities for 
a useful and joyful fe.

HAT are the principal advantages

A stated income relieving; him 
from the anxieties of bread win- 
ning, thus releasing his energies for better 
things.

WOULD advise no boy to enter the min- 
istry who did not, first of all, have fn his 
own heart a consciousnese of love for the 
service of God through serving his fellow- 
beings. This is radical; and I consider 
this foundation for the ministerial life ta be 
essential. In addition to this, I shouldask 
for the specific work of ministry the quali- 
fications for effective work in that vocation. 

It is a law of life that structure Indicates 
function. This is true of all frades of being. 
Each thing does best. what it was made to 
do. The question thef becotnes: Was this 
boy made for the ministry? This would be 
indicated not only by the essential thing to 
which I have alluded, but by qualifications 
which would be recognized by his friends. 
All .these qualifications need development, 
which would come through exercise and edu- 
cational discipline. 

Wo man is equal to the ministry who is not 
suited for it. Defiance of the principles here 
stated has brought many misfits into the 
ministry. The attempt to get along without 
these essentials has produced ministerial 
counterfeits. 

It entirely depends on the boy as to whether 
I should advise him to go into the ministry. 
Any boy who does decide for these reasons 
to go into the ministry must be prepared to 
stand all sorts of iimitation in his work. The 
ministry is the only vocation in life for the 
preparation for whigh a boy could give 
twelve to fifteen years o® severe work and 
issue from this discipline without the expert 
authority which belongs to those who have 
had a like period of preparation in other 
callings. 

it ts a sad fact that almost every ignoramus 
in the church pew knows better how preach- 
ing ahd ministerial work ought! to be done 
than the man who has been thus prepared, 
And such huttiifiation and strife are part of 
the price which a minister must pay, not for 
the sake of doing good, but for the sake of 
the mere opportunity to do good to his fellow-~ 
men. Unless the great love of which I have

City Man an Easy Mark. 

One of the fakes that prospers mightily 
makes a great appeal to the dweller in the 
city. He hears that by sending 15 or 2 (in 
some cases 50) cents in stamps to some ob- 
scure citizen in a more obscure village h¢ will 
receive in return a book, or some pictures, or 
something else that he thinks he wants. In- 
stead he gets one of his 2 cent stamps back 
with a polite note informing him that the 
stock of the article he wanted has been ex- 
hausted, but that by sending back the in- 


' elosed 2 cent stamp he will be furnished with 


a catalogue of other goods. 

The postal authorities will tell you that 
the percentage of city people who will send 
forth their money blindly and get stung for 
their pains fs large as compared with the per- 
centage of rural suckers. 

In the more legitimate pursuits there is no 
monopoly of shrewdness. For instance, it is 
notorious that some of the cleverest of city 
horse traders are farmers, There are within 
a circuit of 100 miles of every large city 
scores of farmers who come inevery now and 
then to trade horses and get the best of the 
trade. There is a saying among them that 
the best judges of horses are the men who, 
as boys, got up before the sun to do chores, 
and who are still willing to stay up late or to 
get up early to make money in a horse trade 
with supposedly sophisticated city dweliers.

During a dull season, 
if there is a short supply of tourists, he associates 


with the natives. . He prefers the tourist, but, come 


what ‘may, he is never idle: The bacillus, on the 
other hand,-has circumscribed opportunities, In- 
asmuch as the entire population of the country 
lives along the river, one might suppose _ that 
harmful germs would be bred and disseminated 
by the billion. Yet both nativesiand visitors drink 
from the river with impunity.. “ The sweet water 
of the Nile” it is called, and even the most appre- 
hensive travelers learn to take it after. putting in 


‘about twenty drops of Scotch, so.as to benumb the

If Egypt is.a happy hunting ground for the flea, 
it is- likewise‘a paradise for the fly. If*I had to be 
something in Egypt I should prefer to. be a Mo- 
hammedan fly. This little creature, which in most 
countries is hounded and persecuted and openly 
regarded as a pest, is treated with consideration 
in Egypt—humored, petted, indulged, actually 
spoiled. In’the U.S. A. a fly 1s almost as un-- 
popular as the millionaire. He is wary, fretful, 
and suspicious, because he knows that all humani- 
ty is joined‘in a’conspiracy to put him out of busi- 
ness. If he strolls up to a pool of water tempt- 
ingly set forth in a white bowl he finds himself a 
few minutes later writhing-in cramps and ‘full of 
corrosive $ublimate. He sees what appears to be 
a tempting luncheon of sweets, and when he starts 
to serve himself he discovers that he is caught and 
held by the treacherous “tanglefoot” mixture. 
He sees a sign, “ This way to the dining room,” 
and after passing through a long, corridor he lands 


‘in a wire trap from which there is no escape. If 
he alights on a bald head and tries to use it a8 a 


rink somebody strikes at him and calls him names. 

It is all different in Egypt. The greatest in- 
dignity that a Mohammedan ever offers a fly is to 
give him a gentle shove and request him to move 
on. It is contrary to the religious :teacHings to 
kill or even cripple this diminutive household 
companion. The belief in transmigration of souls 
seems. to¥prevail everywhere in the. mystical east, 
and perhaps the fly that follows and nags you all 
afternoon may harbor the spiritual essence of a 
former head waiter or a bey or some other digni- 
tary. When the flies assemble in large numbers 
around the various apertures of a baby’s face the 
child, obeying an instinct of self-defense, tries to 
“spat” them and drive them away. But the 
mother restrains the infant by holding its hands, 
and the flies give themselves over to unmolested 
enjoyment.

SK the old baggage master at the little 
village of Monroe, Ia., twenty-five miles 
southeast of Des Moines, for what the 
town is remarkable and he will tell you: 
“Nothing as I know of, uniess it’s 
widders.” 
The answer is potent, as Monroe is not 
* only remarkable for widogys, but it is the 
most remarkable town for thefn in the world. [it is 
equally full of interest for the student of love and matri- 
montal possibilities, for the novelist looking for a new 
an. strange type of people, and for the statistician who 
has the column marked “ population as to conjugal con- 
‘ition.’ 

There are $36 people in, Monroe and eighty-two of 
them are widows. The old man who canvasses the town 
for. the census bureau and the tax collector has it so on 
his report this year. If he had not had to transfer 
three to another column for lately getting married again, 
and to take off three for death or moving away since 
last “year, and if he had not also to admit reluctantly 
‘that three more are “ widows by divorce,” as he says— 
with apologies—he could just as well give you ninety- 
one as eighty-two. 

There. have been other localities where boats have 
gone down and mines caved in, leaving widows, and 
places in Europe where husbands have died unnatural 
deaths in great numbers by even darker means. But 
Monroe is unique and leads the world in not only having 
the most widows in the natural course of eyents, and 
also in spite of their having given their husbands the 
kind of care that could not be excelled in any community 
of housekeepers.

Plenty of Chances to Marry.. 

~- In this connection # must be pointed out that Mon- 
roe also is unique in the fact that its women. remain 
widows. - It is not that mortality has been so creat, but 
that so few remarry. You will say «hat they have never 
had a chance, of course, but here is another thing about 
the Monroe widows: 

They have outstripped the eligible women of all 
other towns in the Unite j States in receiving proposals. 

Last r this towr. was pointed out in a nearby 
paper as to some of the remarkable discoveries of the 
census. Not only were the widows listed as widows, but 
those who paid taxes on property were pointed out. The 
Bubject of “locks” also was obligingly dealt with. Ex- 
changes copied and the result was a shower of letters 
with proposals from all over the state, and from other 
states, in numbers that taxed the local postmaster. 
These set Monroe in the most awful flutter that has 
ever been known in its nisittory and left no one of whom 
it could be said thet she hadn't remarried because she 
hadn’t had a chance.

in a radiator. One man. can watch three or four ma- 
chines, and each machine can milk ten cows or more per 
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hour. Thus aman can easily milk from thirty to forty 
cows per hour. And where was the hired: man milker 
who could hope to approach such a record? 

The power—or lack of power—by which the pulsa- — 
tor is operated. comes from @ vacuum pump run by a 
gasoline engine, electrical motor, turbine wheel, tread- — 
mill, windmiM, or any other source of small motive 
power. A pipe running from the pump connects the 
vacuum apparatus with the milkers. The machines 
themselves are fitted on top of patent milk buckets, 
and may be-carried about at the sweet will of the 
eperator.

It: ts not only in the speed of operation that, the 
machine milker beats the milkmaid. It is cleaner, ft Is 
easier to the animal, and it offers a miilmum of oppor- 
tunity for the germs inevitable to the cow «table to 
enter the milk during the’ process of milking; and it 
never goes on a strike, demands an Increase in pay, or 
throws up its job to get married, as miikmaids have 
done. After the inftial expenditure for the Installation 
of the apparatus the machines are operated at a low 
cost. 

The cost of the milkers varies. The average for 
the milkers. alone is $75. The pump to operate five 
milkers costs $75, and the fittings, vacuum tank, valves, 
pipes, etc., bring the total cost up to over $500. This is 
exclusive of the power needed for such plant, which, if 
it be purchased outright, would require an additional 
outlay of approximately 4100. 

So an outfit for milking from sixty to. seventy 
cows will cost in all abdut $600. ; 

It is easy enough to see why the dairy farmer is 
eager to adopt the new machine. It costs more to be ~ 
gin with; but it meeds no “board.” The cemand at 
present far exceeds the capacities of the factories man- 
ufacturing them, and their introduction on en s9grene 
sive scale has been only a matter of a few years.
